The wholesale price of eggs is to be

Bread wrapped is to have a cost j 
price of eight cents per pound loaf I 
and a selling price of ten cents. 
Un- I 
wrapped the cost is to Im? eight cents 
and the selling price nine cents. 
Food Administrator Markley heard 
complaints from some of the commit- I 
tee who said grocers were selling be- i 
low the prices fixed. 
Dr. Markley 
said there was no way to prevent 
this, but that they would not be al­ 
lowed to sell above 
the 
maximum 
figure. 
New potatoes are back to their 
price of two weeks ago, and old po­ 
tatoes which were taken out mf the 
list last week again appear.

Mrs. Margaret N. Hovis, widow of 
the late John Ho.'is, and a former 
resident of near Fairfield, died at the 
home of her granddaughter, Rouzer­ 
ville, 
Tuesday 
morning

3:40 
o’clock, as the result of severe in­ 
juries which she sustained in a fall 
Monday evening. 
She was aged 80 
years, and was the last of her family. 
Mrs. Hovis was entering the home 
shortly before eight o’clock, and be­ 
side the door leading directly to the 
front room is one that leads to the 
cellar steps, with a rather abrupt 
descent. She opened this door instead 
of the one leading to the front room, 
and fell headlong down the steps. 
W'hen picked up by the family she 
was unconscious. 
She was carried to 
her room and a physician summoned. 
She regained consciousness shortly 
afterward and d.d not 
seem to be 
badly hurt. 
However, later develop­ 
ments proved that she was injured 
internally. 
Shortly after ll o’clock 
she went to sleep and never awoke. 
The internal trouble, together with 
the shock at her age was the cause 
of her death, for many bruises were 
found about her body.

She had resided at Rouzerville nearly 
all of her life and ha I made her 
home with her granddaughter, Mrs.

Health Officials Act. 


Franklin County had a real small­ 
pox sensation this week when it was 
found that seven members of three 
OrndorfT families, all living in one 
home, at Path Valley, are ill or have 
been ill with the disease. 
The Orn- 
dorffs moved to Horse Valley from 
Virginia on May I. 
At that time 
Miss Euphemia OrndorfT had been in­ 
fected with the disease but it was 
not until May 7 that it was notice­ 
able. 
On June 2, Miss OrndorfT, having 
recovered from what she believed was 
a rash, went to the home of her "sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Dick Sprow, of Fayetteville, 
where she has since been' visiting. 
Monday evening State Health Officer 
Kinter visited the Sprow home. 
The 
girl had almost wholly recovered from 
the illness but an examination show­ 
ed that she had had a severe case. 
Dick Sprow* is employed by the trolley 
as a motorman. Motorman Sprow has 
been operating on the morning sche­ 
dule recently, and Monday took the 
first car to Chambersburg. 
The car 
was filled with working men. 
How­ 
ever, he is not now ill with the dis­ 
ease. 
Miss OrndorfT is a 
daughter 
of 
Joseph T. OrndorfT. 
A sister, Betty, 
aged 14 weeks, and another, Ida Bell, 
aged 12, have both been ill and are 
now recovering while her brother, J. 
H. OrndorfT, aged 22, is v-ery ill. 
It 
was not until he was stricken that a 
physician was called in. 
This fact 
brought about 
the discovery 
that 
smallpox prevailed in the home. 
Three children of 
S»mon Luther 
OrndorfT are also recovering from the 
disease. 
Dr. Kinter 
visited 
the 
OrndorfT 
families in Horse Valley and estab­ 
lished a quarantine. 
No further out­ 
break in that section is feared but 
in that immediate community it will 
be necessary to take every precaution 
to prevent spread of the disease. Mo­ 
torman Sprow has come in contact 
with a large number of people and 
members of the 
OrndorfT 
families 
spent several days at Chambersburg 
last week. 
The majority of these casse have 
been very mild ones and in no case 
fatal results are expected. 
In Vir­ 
ginia, where the OrndorfT s come from, 
this form of smallpox is described as 
“Virginia measles”. 


The registration 
of iemale 
alien 
enemies is under way at the Gettys­ 
burg post office. They are ordered to 
appear immediately and duvet a1 have 
already complied. 
Each registrant must furnish the 
Postmaster with four photographs of 
herself. 
These pictures which should 
De three 
inches square, must 
show 
the 
shoulders 
and full 
face, 
with 
light background, 
must be on 
thin 
paper and unmounted. 
At the time 
of registration 
the 
Postmaster takes prints of all of the 
fingers, 
on each 
hand, and if one 
or more is missing, 
this fact is in­ 
dicated. 
As far as instructions go the Post­ 
master is ordered to enroll on regis­ 
tration 
sheets 
all 
enemy 
female 
aliens from 14 years 
of age upward. 
All enemy alien women must regis­ 
ter just as the men did. 
The regis­ 
tration will close on June 26. 
The women 
will have to 
answer 
practically the same 
questions th a t 
were asked the men enemy aliens. 
The daughter 
of German parents 
who was bom in the United States is 
a citizen of this country and does not 
have to register. 
She must register, 
however, if she has become natural­ 
ized in or taken an oath of allegiance 
to Germany, or if she has married a 
German who has not become natural­ 
ized in this country. 
If a German 
woman has 
become 
naturalized in tho United States she 
is not required to register. 
She must 
register, however, 
if subsequent to 
her naturalization 
she has married 
a non-naturalized German or she has 
become naturalized in or sworn al­ 
legiance to any other country. 


The passing of St. Peter’* Reform­ 
ed church of Mont Alto marks the de­ 
cline of a 
stalwart

Eleven thousand ring-necked phea­ 
sants are being optioned by the State 
Game 
Commission 
for 
distribution 
in the woods of Pennsylvania for the 
season of 1918-1919. 
This will be one 
of the largest operations of the kind 
ever undertaken 
in this part of the 
country and the birds are being se­ 
lected with considerable care as large 
numbers 
have 
been 
offered. 
The 
birds are boing taken from breeders 
w’ho have studied 
the conditions in 
the state and who are familiar with 
the land where they will be liberated. 
In 
the last 
year 
approximately 
3.000 pheasants 
have been put 
out, 
practically 
all of them 
have been 
cared for on 
the state game 
pre­ 
serves during the winter. 
They have 
been reported as in good shape and 
the breeding season will materially 
increase 
the 
number. 
In 
addition 
the commission 
has sent out 
over 
10.000 eggs and the reports on hatch­ 
ings have been favorable. 
The commission will meet on July 
8 to take action on the petitions and 
some moves for creation of additional 
rtesen^is.

(By Cable- 
Paris, June 19—A desperate attack 
to take Rheims at any price was made 
last night on a fifteen mile front, by 
a German force of three'divisions, or 
36,000 men. 
The assaulting line extended from 
Vrigny to Fort La Pomtelle, forming 
a complete half-circle about the city 
from east to west. 
Last evening at 
six o’clock 
the 
whole German front on that line burst 
forth in a violent artillery bombard­ 
ment. 
The infantry attack followed 
as soon as the artillery had shelled 
the French positions with a steady 
rain of missiles. 
As the 
Germans 
advanced 
they 
found that the French had held on to 
their lines in spite of the bombard­ 
ment and the foe was met with a 
withering fire everywhere. The French 
succeeded in holding their line at 
•very point. 
At no place did the 
foe reach its primary objective, ami 
the German forces, badly battered and 
with 
hundreds of casualties, 
were 
driven back into their own positions. 
Vrigny is five miles to the wes{ of 
Rheims an i slightly south of that 
city. 
Fort La Pomtelle holds Vhe 
same relative position on the eastern 
side. 
News of the success in withstanding 
the attack was received here to-day 
with the greatest delight. 


(By Cable) 
With the Italian 
Army 
in 
the 
Field, June 19—The enemy has failed 
completely to make any gains in its 
attacks on the mountain positions and 
is centering its entire efforts now 
near Montello, along the Piave. 
The Austrians have thrown in their 
entire force and are striving with all 
their power to throw the Italians back 
from their positions on the river line. 
After each Austrian thrust, the Ital­ 
ians send forth a counter attack and 
have been able to hold all their points 
of vantage for several days. 
On a twenty five mile front between 
Mt. Tomba and Valbassa, a third of 
the Austrian forces lie dead before 
their original trenches. 
The Italians 
have repulsed nine distinct assaults 
launched by fresh troops. 
In the vicinity of Monte Grappa, 
three divisions of Austrian troops, 
36,000 men, were crossing the Pisve 
when they were trapped on an island 
and hemmed in. 


London, June 19—The Italians have 
large forces in reserve which they 
will throw into the battle line only in 
the event of the Austrian attack-as­ 
suming a more menacing degree than 
it has attained up to this time.

With the American Army in France, 
June 19—The carefully rehearsed Ger­ 
man attack on the American 
posi­ 
tions in the village of Xivray on Sun­ 
day morning was broken up largely 
by machine-gun and rifle fire. 
The 
German attack was made for the pur­ 
pose of taking prisoners, according to 
statements made 
by Germans 
who 
were captured by the Americans. 
At one point north of Xivray the 
Germans captured an American ma­ 
chine gun after killing or wounding 
the crew, but five minutes later the 
gun was recaptured and in the subse­ 
quent fighting the Americans took a 
light machine gun which the enemy 
had brought up in the attack. 
The 
German prisoners have admitted their 
complete defeat. 
The detailed report 
on the Xivray 
action received by the commanding 
general 
gave 
especial 
praise 
to 
Lieuts. Irwin E. Doane and Edward 
T. Shaw, Sergeant Sullivan and Pri­ 
vates Alva White, Alfred Le Page, 
Wilmer Bradford, Emmet Sloan and 
Anthony Simmons for their bravery.

With the American Forces on the 
Marne, June 19—Second Lieutenant 
John T. Basset, of Pittsburgh, 
has 
been recommended for the French 
Legion of Honor for distinguished 
gallantry displayed recently at Cha- 
teau-Thierry. 
The story of his conduct offers a 
thrilling example of an officer’s dis­ 
regard for his own life in order that 
the men under his command might 
reach safety. 
It was on June 2 that 
Lieutenant Bissel with a party of IO 
machine gunners was thrown in to 
help stem the German advance. 
The party was ordered into Cha- 
teau-Thierry where they crossed to 
the north bank of the Marne and set 
up their guns in the streets behind 
whatever protection they could gath­ 
er, using boxes, tables and stones. 
The town was drenched with shells 
but the Americans held out until the 
Germans finally rushed the town and 
some of the enemy crossed a bridge 
to the southern side of the river to 
one side of Bissel’s position.

'James C. Staley, a reserve army of­ 
ficer, on a charge of accepting money 
from the Truefit Raincoat Company, 
of New York, for a contract which 
he promised to procure. 
The arrest was made by Depart­ 
ment of Justice agents, who had fol­ 
lowed the officer during his inspec­ 
tion 
of the plant 
of the raincoat 
company, whose proprietors acted in 
co-operation with the government to 
detect the fraud.

The secret agents arrested him im­ 
mediately after he was said to have 
received a sum of money from Joshua 
Rosenthal and Louis Wener, proprie­ 
tors of the plan#* 
It was charged 
that he had told- them he would ex­ 
pect more m oney as soon as they got 
the contracts which they sought for 
50,000 raincoats, costing nearly $250,- 
000. 
This was the 
first arrest 
of 
an 
Army officer since the Department of 
Justice started its investigation into 
the system by which contingent fee 
agents have made millions 
by ob­ 
taining contracts for manufacturers 
who 
were

a commission.

War-Time Industry has Seen 
Great Improvement in their 
Situations. 


Generosity with 
money which did 
belong to him, resulted in the arrest 
of I*wis Hall, colored, a resident of 
York, and his 
subsequent 
confine­ 
ment in the 
county jail. 
Hall was 
arrested 
Saturday evening 
by Con­ 
stable Oscar Stoner 
on charges 
of 
larceny 
preferred before 
Alderman 
Stager by William Brown, colored, of 
the same place. 
He was committed 
to jail to await a hearing before Al­ 
derman Stager. 
While in a bar-room several days 
ago, Brown lost a pocketbook contain­ 
ing $21 in currency. 
The purse was 
found by another 
man atter Brown 
had left the room. 
Hall claimed the 
purse and paid a reward of $3 to the 
finder, 
taking the money 
from the

Imbued with a spirit of liber­

Women in industry are to-day of­ 
fered better chances to work advan­ 
tageously than ever before, according 
to Mrs. Raymond i^obhfs, president of 
the National WomanM Trade Union 
League. 
“Conditions surrounding women in 
industry open greater 
opportunities 
thai* at any previous 
says Mrs. 
Robins. “Women to-day have an op­ 
portunity for collective activity in the 
matter of standardizing industry and 
wages that they have never had be­ 
fore. All sorts of openings are await­ 
ing them. 
“One of the things that bother wo­ 
men in industry is the absolute lack of 
any standardization of wages. We are 
told that wages are dependent on skill, 
as they ought to be, but they are not. 
By way of illustration I would cite the 
cases of two young women, machine 
operators out on strike. They went to 
a garment factory and were offered $4 
a week for running machines, but at 
another place they secured positions 
at $75 a month for the same work.” 
Mrs. Robins called attention to the 
rules which have been made for the 
protection of women working in rail­ 
road and lumber yards. 
“The limit 
that women are permitted to* lift in 
these places is 25 ptffinds", said Mrs. 
Robins. 
“Women from time imme­ 
morial have lifted babies of heavier 
we:ght, and to-day, as laundresses, as 
waitresses, and charwomen they are 
habitually lifting weights greatly in 
excess of this maximum, with no pro­ 
test from industrial bodies. What we 
must try to do is to steer a course be­ 
tween the things women are fitted to 
do and are not fitted to do, and not to 
overemphasize the hazards of the 
new industries in a way to make it 
appear that 
conditions 
surrounding 
the old are all ideal.’’

Bat 
somewhere oft in the silent country 
the train, packed full of exiles, wa* 
standing on a side track. It was attar 
two In the morning when the long 
train with Its 28 carriages (Hied With 
refugees came into A chere*. 
A few windows were opeoed; Grad 
faces looked out and voices asked, Mr 
Interestedly, “Where ire waf* and 
were surprised to be told that thaiy 
wert near Parts. 
The train was on 
Its way, they said to Tulle lo th# Cor* 
fete department, in the south of 
France. 
“Will they treat us well there?** aa 
old woman asked aud they, In the full- 
ae** of their ignorance, not daring to 
•ay otherwise, answered “Tee.” 
It was rn short half hour. 
They 
carried them bread, they filled the old 
woman's apron with figs and prunes, 
thsy gave milk to the children, meat 
to the old men, cheese to everybody. 
They absorbed cakes of sweet choco­ 
late In a rapid aod mysterious man­ 
ner. Home of them were the mach be- 
pettlcoeted women of Picardy ana 
some were grizzled old farmers. Oth* 
era were city folk, obviously not useil 
to third class travel.

The great old stone barns of Eng­ 
land, dating, many of them, from the 
fourteenth century, are, comparatively 
speaking, little known to the general 
public, says the Christian Science 
Monitor. 
The beautiful architecture 
to be found In the English village 
churches ha# received It# full meed of 
appreciation, and so, though possibly 
ln» a slightly less degree, have the 
fine old manor houses which dot the 
countryside and provide a most Inter­ 
esting study In the local variations i i 
which occur In the generally prevail- J 
tng styl* at any given period. 
The 
barns, however, have been rot her neg­ 
lected. and literature on the subject is 
practically nonexistent. 
Yet the barn Is Intimately bound up 
with the history of the neighborhood 1 
In which It stand#, and where, for pos­ 
sibly nearly 500 years. It has been fab I 
filling practically the same eminently | 
Important functions, with little change. 
tor tile benefit of the folk In Its neigh­ 
borhood. The methods of the farmer I 
may vary, but the general routine of 
the countryside goes on, much the 
same, century after century, and the 1 
great barns still stand ready to house | 
the people's food as they have done, ; 
summer and winter, for so many hun­ 
dred years. 
These old Gothic bam* ane very 
dignified and very brauttful buildings. } 
comparable in some ways th the vll- | 
lage churches whose contemporaries J 
they are. arid lf they are lees ornate, 
they ure, lo their simplicity, hardly 
less Imposing. 
Indeed, some people 
would give the balance In favor of 
the tai ms In this matter. 
It Is by no means always an easy 
matter to tell the precise date of 
these barns at first sight, but some­ 
times there is a little earring, a bit . 
of tracery or a finial which will supply 
the clew, or possibly ngalu, the form 
of a buttress may afford an indica­ 
tion; but fortunately there are gener­ 
ally local records to which access may 
be hod containing details of the origin 
and foundation of tbs barns. 
Among the famous fourteenth cen­ 
tury tmrn* of England are those at 
Glastonbury, Wells aud Puton in Som­ 
ersetshire. Groat Coxwell in Berkshire 
and Ahbotsbury ta Dorsetshire. These 
are nil what may be described as barns 
of th* first magnitude; grout crud- ! 
form buildings which may well vie In I 
size and dignity with many churches. I

The 
soldiers, either lu home or military life, 
must have four pounds of fresh fruit 
and vegetables In order to keep the 
bony structure in good condition. He 
will need tip three-quarters of a cup­ 
ful of fat (this includes butter, oil, 
the fat of meat eaten or any other fat 
in the dally diet) to keep him warm, 
and to this group ho must add one and 
one-fourth pounds of bread or cereal 
and finally, in order to complete the 
necessary amount of driving power, he 
must have two ounces of sugar or one- 
third of a cupful of sirup.

Two-thirds, lf not more, of 
the latter pro permanently closed for 
want of g'*>ds of all kinds besides food 
stuffs. There Is no flour, no sugar, no 
potatoes, cheese, or milk, no grnln or 
groats, arui very little meat. 
All Is 
under control unless accidentally or 
privately obtained. The principal nec­ 
essaries of life have to be got when 
possible through friends and rim nee 
acquaintances at enormous cost lf you 
hap* money to pay for thoro, or a* 
meager rations doled out by the au­ 
thorities, and absolutely Inadequate 
for subsistence. The present ration of 
indigestible black bread, half baked, 
with as much moisture as possible left 
ta H to increase Its weight, Is one- 
etghtb of a pound per day, and often 
that Is net forthcoming on account of 
the hopeless disorder and universal 
thieving habit. 
Rob Without Compunction. 
"Relatives nod dependent* rob one 
another of food without compunction. 
Hunger has no conscience. If a morsel 
of anything Is left on the plate for 
later consumption It will disappear ss 
soon as you turn your back. 
Kvery 
Hemp has to be put under lock and key 
after ♦•ach meal. In my own case. the 
house committee which receives flour 
from the town authorities for distribu­ 
tion to us tenants could not account 
for nine |rood* (324 pounds) of flour. 
so that we all hail to go without ony 
bread for two days. 
"In spite of special commissions and 
stringent measures against hoarding 
and speculation, profiteering goes on 
to a great extent among oil classes.

Two Years of Darkness Ended Abrupt­ 
ly When Washington Specialist Dis­ 
covers That Dislocated Vertebrae 
Caused Trouble—Now Anxious to 
Rejoin His Anzac Comrades In the 
Trenches. 


The gas-cloud, the bayonet thrust. 
and the bullet * wound have caused 
many a repetition In the war of the 
j familiar story of the ‘‘Light that Fail­ 
ed.” 
But, among the thousands of 
combatants whose blindness will ever 
through tb#ir lives prove n poignant 
sacrifice Is one who almost miraculous­ 
ly has recovered his sight. And, as an 
Inspiring sequel to the story of his 
physical rehabilitation, the victim has 
announced his Intention of going back 
to the trenches. 
It was in the fierce fighting before 
Gallipoli In 1915 that Thomas Rkey- 
hlll, a signaler In the Anzac forces, 
was Instantly blinded by the blast of 
an exploding shell. Months of service 
had given Skeyhlll a deep Insight Into 
the motives that had Induced his com­ 
rades to sacrifice gladly their lives. In- 
ropaeltated for further fighting, he 
sought to preach the gospel of the al­ 
lied effort from the lecture platform 
and through the press. Although bare­ 
ly over his m ajority—he had enlisted 
at the age of nineteen—he soon be­ 
come known aa a powerfully effective 
lecturer. 
In America to Aid tho Red Croee. 
Recently he left Australia, where 
his name hod become a 
household 
word, to come to America for a series 
of lectures In the Interests of the Red 
Cross. His first addresses at San Fran­ 
cisco were heard by more thnn 150,000 
people. He met with similar surcease* 
In Reno, Snit Lake City, Denver and 
finally In the national capital. 
Although suffering from his physical 
disabilities, Skeyhlll announced his In­ 
tention of Inaugurating an Individual

As the realization came to Skeyhlll 
thnt the darkness that had hung over 
him for more Hian two years had been 
dispelled, he became seized with an 
ecstatic Joy that nearly unhinged his 
mind. 
His mind became a blank con­ 
cerning tin* years that had elapsed 
since his Injury, and he Imagined him­ 
self hack In the bayonet charge In 
which he had been wounded. His con­ 
dition became so acute that he was re­ 
moved to a hospital, but after a night's 
sleep he regained his mental poise. 
The soldier poet will try to rejoin his 
Anzac com rn des In the trenches over­ 
seas.
